We had then mde it 
Clear that praja parishad which has the backing of a lf 
majority of the people of Jammu province at least is > 
definitely opposed to any distinction being made betwe- 
Jammu and Kashmir State and other constituent units o: 
India because that wouid perpetuate the sense of Sep&ra- 
tion in a large section of the people of Kashmir which is 
being exploited by Pakistan to the detriment of the inte-

rests of Kashmir State as also of India ag a whole. 
We do not know às to what is the exact character 
of the Constitution now being draftea by the rashmir 


Government. But indications are that they propose to 


Stick to their original plan of making the Constitution 
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for Jammu and Mashsir distinct and different from the 
Constitution of India in every material respect. We 
have learnt from reiiabe sources that it does not provide 
for the auditing of Stat. --counte by the Auditor General 
of India nor does it Accept the supervision of Eleotion 
Commission of India over the olootions in the State. The 
appointment of the judges of the State High Court is being 
left in the hends of Sadre-Riyssaüt who is elec tod by the 
legislature und is not & nominee of the President and that 
Supreme Gourt of Indio is not beling given full jurisdiction 
over Kashmir, Elections for the S8téte representatives to 
the Lok Sabha are sought to be kept indirect as heretoforo| 
and no provision for reservation of seats for Harijans 
through double member constituencies is being made. The 
present practice of reserving some constituencies exclusive 
for Hari jans deprive non-Harijens of these Constituencies 
of the right to stand for election in their home constituenes 
oles. | | 
All this is most perturbing. We have had quite lon, 
experience of the highhanded way in which the present state | 
Government has been playing with the rights, honour and 
liberties of the peopie of the State. The experience of the 
recent Municipal and Panchyat elections in the State hag 
oonfirmed our fears &nd doubts about the totalitarian aims 
of the men now in power in the State, 
We have been putting up with all tnis in the 
hope that the dark night will &rter all ena and

able to breathe fresh air When the State is fully brought 


under the Constitution of India. But that hope is becoming 


dim 8nà the prospect of perpetuation of the present one 
party oppressive regime is looming large before our eyes.

---—^7 yt te also submitted that the seonomle holding of 
12 acres and 8 acres fixed for lands in Jammu Province and 
Kashmir Provinco retpootively is a very small one and no 
gamindar who mainly depends on his agricultural produge can 
meet hia domestic expenses a8 regards feeding, education, 
marriage ete. Tho return of Jamu land if very poor and it has 


been experienced that people cannot even meet their dome atia 


expenses out of 50 acres and 100 acres. Thus if the land-lords 
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bE 

aro restricted and not allowed to utilize their total land 
they and their kith and kin will have to elmply starve and 
beg from door to door, The Government instead of raising the 
standard of living of people will on the other hand lower 
tho standard and finish it oomplotely. Xt ie therefore 
requested that tn order to avoid euch a bad situation the 
ares of economio holding may kindly be fixed with due regard 
to the necessity of family mombore which one has to feed. 
The necerrity of future generation may also bo kept in view. 
It ic worth consideration how will the sons be able to meet 
thekr requirement after the death of tholr father who 
possere 12 aorep of land and when avery one of them has got 
puffioient family to feo, The answer ie relf evident. 

Again if the Governmont wants to take the whole 
land it should also meet the liabilities of tho people and 
also mako mitable arrangements for meeting all necorrary 
exoonses of the family. Yt is thoreforo requested that ; 
Kashmir Government should take action in this respect similar’ 
to Government of India.

Another useful arand is the Government machinery 

in the united Kingdon for this purpose, it isuseful 

to study the administrative arrangements obtaining in tha 

country in 1912, when the whole of Ireland was still as 

a part of the United Kingdom, In the U.K. Cabinet of 1912 

there were 15 members concerned with domestic adminis- 
-tration, If, therefore, dealt with subjects of common . 
interest end exercised their powers in each of the three 
parts of U.K. Of the rest three were exclusively meant 
for England, one Secretary of the State for Scotland 

ad funetions only in Scotland and one had functions 
only in Ireland ; others had functions in one part and 
some in more than one. On tho legislative side there 

was also some measure of regionalism. 

It is possible to adapt these arrangements 

with suitable modifications to tho State conditions 

and meet the desire for regional autonomy to a 

considerable extent. without jeopardising the political 

integrity of the State as a whole. The following arrange-. 

-ments based on the two instances quoted above, if 

considered, can satisfy to a large extent local 

aspirations without breaking up the State. These 
arrangements will constitute a particular mode ofi 
“administering an existing Unit. 


1. For more convenient transaction of business the 
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State of Jammu and Kashmir may be divided into two 
administrative Units, the province of Jammu and the 
province of Kashmir. The Kashmir province shall consist 
of the three districts of the Kashmir Valley, and Tehsils 
of Kargil and Ladakh, The Jammu Province shall comprise 
Jammu Kathua, Udhampur, Doda and Poonch-Rajouri Districts 
The executive Head of the State will also be the 
executive Head of the province. 
Both the provinces will have a common legislature 
elected.on adult franchise which shall meet twice in 
Jammu during Winter and twice at Srinagar during Summer 
and Spring Autumn. 

During tho first fortnight of its Session, the 
legislature shall function as the provincial legislature 
zkx of the province in which it has met, when members 
elected from that province need alone bà present, For 
the remaining period of its Session, tho legislature 
shall meet as the National Assembly of the State|as a 
whole.  . | 7 
The Hoad of the State will bo advised by provincial 
Ministers elected from the legislatures of that Provin 
in affairs relating to the provincial subjects and by 
the central cabinet for affairs of common core ern. 

The provincial Ministers will have their permanent 
Headquarters at the Capital of the each province, where 
as the Ministers of the Central Cabinet shall move 
during Winter to Jammu and during Summer to Srinagar, 
All executive actions of the Governmont will be taken 
in the name of the Head of the State and deemed as the 
executive action of the Jammu and Kashmir Government, 
How and by whom the action is taken is. purely a 
matter of. domestic arrangement, 

The action of the legislature similarly will be deemed 
as the action of the State National Assembly, Through 


which particular sot of legislators, the State

detail, 

Each province shall have its own official language 

or languages, 

The cultural and linguistic minorities in each province 
shall have statutary right to receive education through 


the language of their choice and thore shall be a 


minister belonging to that University to look aftor 


their interests in the provincial set of ministers. 

The following subjects shall bo deemed to bo of 
provincial interest localself Government, Panchayat 
rural development, Co-operativos, Public Health, 
Veterinary, Education; Primary and Secondary, Libraries, 
Museums and instituticns of like nature, Relief and 
Rehabilitation, Roads, Works, Lands and Buildings, 
Bridges, in land water ways, Forrios, Agricultwu o, 
Irrigation, Water supply, Electricity, Forests, 
Protection of wild animals, Birds and fisheries, Mines 
and minerals development, Inland trade and comerce, 
Tourism, inland transport, Markets, Fairs, Pilgrimage, 
Theatre, Cinema, Batting and gambling, Planning and 


Industries, 


. Tho following Heads of rovonuo can bo poolod for tho 


provincial administration fund:- 
a) Land Revenue, Abiana ete., 
b) Income from Forests, 
c) Taxes on the entry of goods into a local area,

Such an arrangement has several advantages, It: 
1) Meets to a largo extent the demand for regional | 
self-rule. The degree of separation and autonomy can

It avoids unnecessary overhead expenditure, The creation 
of two set of ministers w111 not necessarily mean 
increase in expenditure. Tho creation of provincial 


minister will obviate the necessity of deputy ministers 


and some inter provineial Heads like the Chief Conser- 


-Vator of Forests, Director General Rural uplift and 
Tourism etc. ete, The present combined secretariat 
is already over staffed, It can easily be reorganised 
and redistributed to suit the arrangement of Two sot 
Of ministers, 
It meets the fears of distinct culture and linguistic 
minorities without broaking tho geographic and natural 
unity of the area and without encouraging communal and 
other disruptive tendencies, 
It maintains the politiéal integrity of the Stato, 
Still greater cohesion and uniformity between the 
working of the two provincial administrations and the 
centre can be secured by evolving a working convention 
whereby the senior minister from Kashmir provincial 
ministers may be allowad to function as the Prime 
Minister of the State and the Senior provincial minister 
from Jammu to function as the Deputy Prime Minister in 
addition to the provincial work allotted to them. Each 
can represent his provincial Govt, when the National 
Assembly is in session in tho province other than the 
one which he represents, 

The plan suggested may at first sight seem to 
be cumberous and unusual. But the detailed arrangements 


will in fact be secured not by provisions in the 


‘Constitution but by rules of business framed and by 


evolving suitable legislature and executive convenience 
and precedents, If some particular mode of business is 
found to be defective lt can be altered by altering the 


rolovant rulo of business, 


For the arrangements proposed and the analysis 
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
